For the fit st time, it is believed, the 
mode of carrying the docum ents from 
the French war office to the German 
governm ent is given. 
It shows that 
dolls were used as the means of convey­ 
ance and that the papers w ent first to 
England then to Germany. The identity 
of the “veiled lady” is given as Baroness 
de Deldon. 
The story which the Sentim ent prin ts 
comes from a man w in was em ployed 
several years ago by the (herman gov­ 
ernm ent as docum ent translator and 
maker of relief maps and who. 
after 
quitting Germany, served in the U nited 
States army during the war w ith Spain. 
He shows his discharge papers, which 
denotes that he was a staff officer. 
The 
informer says he w as born in Denver. 
The story, after some introductory re­ 
marks, reads: 
“I w as translator,1' said he, “of docu­ 
m ents at the great staff headquarters in 
K oniggratzer strasse No. 9, Berlin. 
I 
never heard the nam e of Dreyfus m en­ 
tioned in connection w ith French war 
office m erchandise shipped to the above 
address via Belgium and London. 
“I translated the inform ation regard­ 
ing gun No. 120. 
The original docu­ 
m ent never left the French war office 
and could only have been given out 
through the direct agency or connivance 
of a chief of department. 
Dreyfus was 
unknown at the Germ an secret service 
bureau in person or by name from 1890 
to 1894. 
This I m ost solem nly affirm 
The plans, specifications and details of 
gun 120, of the Robin shell and of the 
French 
war 
vessels 
Jaureguiberry, 
Charles Martel and Lazar Carnot, to­ 
gether w ith the plans for m obilization, 
were purchased through G erm any’s em ­ 
bassy in Paris, presided over by Prince 
Hansheinrich Pleas, 
and as much as 
$16,000 Am erican m oney was sent by 
postoffice money order and telegraph in 
paym ent for the merchandise. 
These 
paym ents were 
made in tw o parts 
through M. Franz, a doll m anufacturer 
of Sonneburg,Germ any, and A lvin Flor- 
schuetz, bank director of Sonneburg. 
The m edium of women was em ployed 
in transacting the business. 
“I m et Count Esterhazy several tim es 
in person at dinners given by Baroness 
de Delden and he furnished much of the 
information. 
These docum ents were 
never received at the em bassy, alw ays 
at a church, a public function or a pri­ 
vate dinner party. 
The French spies 
were alw ays on the 
alert, and only 
through such m eans could their w atch ­ 
fulness be circum vented. 
“Baroness de Deldon was the sw eet­ 
heart of Prince Henry of Pless. 
She 
eloped w ith the prince some years ago, 
leaving her husband and fam ily. 
After 
tiring of her, Count Esterhazy fell heir 
to her affections and she has aided him 
m aterially in gaining inform ation for 
market. 
The baroness is the party re­ 
ferred to in the Dreyfus trial as the 
‘veiled lady’. 
She receives fiom Prince 
P less a regular pension. 
The man says that he left the service 
of Germany because that country in­ 
sisted upon him becom ing a German 
subject and that he left his position to 
help the U nited States whip Spain, 
w hich his discharge papers show.

The island w as alw ays in­ 
fested with bandits and w as never safe 
for Europeans to travel in. 
Probably 
after end of fighting bandits w ill Ie 
more numerous because the members of 
Aguinaldo^ army who* have lived for 
years with their guns in their hands, 
have acquired a taste for bush life and 
would rather continue as highwaym en 
than return to work. 
“Cavalry is greatly needed here. The 
country, when dry, is superb for cav­ 
alry operations. 
The insurgents have 
none. One of their strong points is their 
ability to retreat 
rapidly. 
Cavalry 
could overtake and hopelessly scatter 
and punish them and could subsist 
largely on the country. 
W hen cavalry 
is once here it should be given a chance 
to go ahead and not be kept in town* 
for guard duty.

A t first the Delawares refused to visit 
the Osages on the ground that there 
were many w hite people to witness the 
ceremonies. 
The dance was prolonged 
over Sunday w aiting for them.

finally arrived and after sm oking the 
pipe of peace together the dance w ilt 
concluded.

General I joe evidently forsee* that 
w hile the U nited States m ight provide 
Cuba w ith a model system of g o v ern -1 
ment, the natives w ould be likely to 
spoil it in the adm inistration, and he 
has subm itted suggestions for keeping 
the governm ent 
m achinery 
running 
along lines that commend them selves to 
the American mind. 
He says that the 
U nited States should keep a strict su­ 
pervision over Cuba until its Republican 
governm ent is com pleted and firmly es­ 
tablished. 
E ven after relieving the 
Cubans in part of American protection, 
he w ould have U nited States troops 
m aintained in the island to protect 
Am ericans and other aliens in the en­ 
joym ent of their persons and property 
rights.
